All the doors of tho 
deck liou.-io were burst, the rooms gut- 
ted, galli.'y wrecked, and a great part o( 
the hhip's provisions carrioil iiway, 
Thirty-iive feiii of solid steel bulwarks 
were swept into the sea, and thirty feet 
more damaged. Btancheons were torn 
from their fastenings as if scaflfolding. 
iMultitudinous HCas drowned tho tires. 
They overwhelmed the ship for forty- 
eight hotu's. The ship is stili on her 
beam ends, and the pumps choked. 
Tho men kept bailing, but were only 
able to keep the water from gaining. 
Live stock in the hold were swimming 
about all this time, and having no fod- 
der. On Friday morning the men want 
in a lioily to (Ja[it. Honr.etl, and de- 
mand to be t.'iken into port, ^r havo 
till! ship abandoned. Thi; di>inaiiil wns 
im])o.ssible, tht^ wutcr iu the iMigino 
room proventing the llrcH, ami only 
two boats were left. On I'riday night 
the weather moderated, and on Satur- 
day the storm subsiiled. The ship be- 
ing tight tho water was quickly re- 
duced. Steam \v;is raised anil as soon 
as tiic ship w.is uinli'r w;iy sho righleii. 
Thirty-four bullocks and si.\ shii-p 
u ure lo.st out of 134 head of cattle and 
I'Jll sheep on bo.a,rd. About a hun- 
dred tons of cargo -wero washed ovor- 
boai d.

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

Prayers by tho Rev. Mr. Malachi. 

Mr. Orr would like to ask if corres- 
pondence relative to land taxes of Mr. 
Morrison had been sent down. 

Hon. .Mr. .Smithe — The oorrospondunco 
is being copied. 

Mr. lieavon coinidained that the motion 
relative to the atiimal and bifd.s' pro- 
tection bill had been expunged from the 
notice paper, and ho moved that it be in- 
serted to-morrow. Carried. 

CO.VL MI-VINO BILL. 

The adjouriKfd cummittoo met, Mr. 
Wilson in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved a lengthy 
amendment. 

Mr. Duiisiuuir thought it would be as 
well th.il ihi- bill should stand over, as 
thoro would likely bo a petition down. 
There was some agitation among squat- 
ters ooncorniiig it in bis dintrict, and ho 
would take it as ii favor if the matter was 
postponed. 

Mr. Drake said that tho bill infringed 
no right orcliimof squatters, but only 
referred to unoccupied lands.

Air. Heaven tlmught paying fii'v cents 
an acre in tie laiuls up would work badly. 

Hon. Mr. himilhe con.sented to with- 
draw the timeiulment. 

Mr. Kayb'juld .said a meeting wtis 
shortly to bo held at Nanainio, and he 
thought tho matter had bettor lay ovor 
till Thursday. 

Mr. P.euven thought tho bill Cjtih! bo 
gone through and printed, and any alter- 
ations made afterwards. 

ITim. Mr. .Suiiiho said «hlle he did n(;t 
seo that the bill would aflocttho.>iquattera, ho 
thought it should bo passed through com- 
mittee, and then tho people of Nanainio 
iniyht be heard from.

LANU A.MKSD.MENT ACT. 

The land umondment bill was reail a 
s-?cond time. 

Hon. Mr. .Smithe said the intention of 
tho act wa.s t'> ri-medy an iajus'iee. 
claim had been inadi^ to lii.H predecessor 
and 3ubsei\ueiuly to himself for a crown 
grant, and though he felt it was unjust he 
had to carry out tho Uw. The hardsiiip 
was in the section which roqulrod that 
threo months after die [jublication in the 
Gazette the nece.ssary wtep.s sliouUI be 
taken to priive the claim of tho applicant, 
which it wan not always po.s.siblu l^di'. 
Ho would move the followiiit;: 

Whenever a crown grant has been is- 
sued to or in the name of tho residing 
party, through iiii.st.ike in the lands and 
works dep.-irtuient i>r contains .any clerical 
error or misnomer, nr wrong deacriptiuu 
of tho land thereby intituled to lu! grant- 
ed, the lieutenant-governor in council 
(there being no adverse chiim) may di- 
rect the defective crown grant to be can- 
celled, and and a currect one to be is^-SUfd 
in ita .itead, which corrected crijwn gram 
shall relate back to tho date of the one so 
cancelled, and have tho .same elTeci aa if 
issued at the date cf such cancelled crown 
grant. Provided, however, that no such 
crown grant shall be issued until after 
three months' notice of the intention to 
issue tho same shall have boon published 
in tho B. 0. "Oazotto," and in the event 
of an adverse ekini being tiled with tho 
C. C. of L. and W., in the meantime the 
same shall be adjudicated upon by him. 
Carried. 

The house then went into committee, 
Mr. Fooluy in the chair. 

Various clauses i f the bill having boon 
amonded po as to obviate the defects of 
tho present land act, 

The committeo then rose and reported 
the bill complete with amendments. 

QCALiriCATION OF VOTERs' AME.NDMKSr 
BILL. 

Mr. Dunsmuir moved tho second read- 
ing of this bill, referring to pt-evious en- 
actments. Ho asked that .loctions 2 and 
4 of the voters' act of 1878 prohibiting 
civil sorvnuts from voting bo repealed. 

Mr. Ualbraith said that when the act 
was pa.ssed it was felt to be defective. liut 
when the act wan pa.sKcd he thought he 
was doing tlie civil survauta of iho prk)- 
vince a serviiio by rernoviM^; tloim out of 
the sphere of politici. 

Mr. Semliii thought civil servants wore 
sufficiently protected at present, but he 
remembered that telegraphic operators 
and school teachers had not hr-on allowed 
to vote. 

Mr. l.bmsinuir'.s mntion was carried. 

Tho lioune went iiitu eoiniuittee on the 
bill, Mr. Cij»;iii in the ohair. 

Hon. iMr. Drake thought that tin- 
sheriff and his oflioBrs and police officers 
should bo excluded from voting. 

Mr. Galbraitli said ho did not want 
civil sorvantH to jeopardize their positions 
with the voting privili^go. 

Mr. Ihirismuir contended that civil ser- 
vants interfeied in politics now, and thiiy 
might as well have the same privileges aa 
others. 

Mr. Qalbraith said if that was the cji«e 
he would cease his objections. 

.Mr. Pooley would correct tho mem- 
ber for Kootciiay who said that civil ser- 
vants wore excluded in Great Britain, but 
thoro was no such act in force. 

Mr. Galbraith said the miarepreseuta- 
t inn was uninteiit ioiial. 

Hon. .Mr. Drake moved that tho v.'ord 
sheritl' and deputy ahoritl' be added to 
those prohibited from voting. 

Stfctlon 1 was amended accordingly. 

Tho committeo rose and reported the 
bill Complete with amendments. 

.MU.VICII'ALITY ACT. 

Hon. .Mr. Drake moved that section 110 
bo amended I'y adding the following: 

" From any person not having a retail 
license, and vending spirituous or for- 
montod liquors by the bottle, not to be 
drunk on the promises, for each houio or 
place not ejeeedlng 8 for every six 
months." 
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the introduction of this most daiigorou.i 
provision; and ho took occasion to ex- 
press surprise and regret that the honor- 
able the president of the council should 

have brought >iich :i measure forward at 
all. It was a pi'.jposition to biiiig iii;u 
existence a second liquor licen.sing body, 
and to introduce iho most d.tiigerous of all 
chuises of tho lio,uor iradic. Now, surely 
it could not bo -aid that the number of li- 
censed hoiues and tlie facilities for ob- 
tainint; li(jUor in this country were not 
enough and more tli:tn enough for the 
good of the people. Ho warned honor- 
able membois .igainst taking such a atoi), 
a step fraught with the most aorimih ciui- 
soquelicea. In England this kind of li- 
quor trade had been introduced under the 
designati"n of " off liceu-e*," — th-»t i« to 
say, liconsMs for the Halo of litjuur to bo 
cinisumod oil" tho premises where f.old 
.\nd what had boiui the result ihere I He 
had juat liL-eii reidioe articlejou t'nu .sub- 
ject in late niiinliera oi the " London 
rimos," and the " Ch irch of England 
Teniperaiue Chronicle," and it was shown 
that the system had been producti^o of 
tho most lainriitable coii-ioqiieiice.s, and 
public iii)iiiion was rising; in all its miirht 
to rid the coiiiory of iip adiiii'ted evil. 
In oua Lancasiuro bor. High the licensing 
ui.igiht rates had recoiitly rofuaed tliu re 
iiewal o( no fuwt-r than 31 out of 72 • f 
these lieelisoi. In the province of Dnta 
rjo also, the system had been tried witli 
like disastrous results. It was found that 
it tended to incie.tsu druiikennesii aitiung^t 
\> oiuon to sn ularuiiog e.t^ent. A man 
drunkard was bad euoiiKh ; but a woman 
drunkard v.ms bonieihiiig terrible. Wlielh- 
ei it w.-ts 'lial. they wore the "weaker 
ac\," ho ilid Hot pretend to say; but it 
was an undoniablo fact that when a wo 
man (jiico .^b lu lonod herself to tiriiik, she 
coiiiplotely .oU.il ripped the man in the 
liraellon;.' e-.,ursi' to destruction. A drun- 
k..u f.iMirr was bad enough; but when tho 
m.iilh-is abandon ihonisoh'os to drunken- 
ness, (Jod liolp the children, 0'>d help 
the country ! It wa.s boc.auso the expe- 
rience of oilitir countries had proved this 
particular briinch ei t!io liquor tralKcto 
I'O III. '10 pioUfie' of drunkenne.si among 
uoiiion lliinaiiy oihor, tlusl ho earnestly 
entn.Mti-d tin; house to meet it with such a 
vote as would discourage aay future at- 
tempt to fasten this curse upon the fair- 
est though youngest province of the Do- 
minion. [The honorable gentleman re- 
sumed his .seat amid applause.] 

Mr. Duck, while atfrojing with the re- 
marks of tho hon. financa minlstur with 
regard to temperance and tho evils of 
the opposite conrae, said this is not a 
matter of temperance.

San Fuanci.sco, .\piil ',\ -^'I'le immi- 
gration boom to iho northwest is in its 
height. Despite the liberal etforts made 
by land agents here, but few immigrants 
arriving by way of tho Central and .South- 
ern Pacific railroad are intending to settle 
permaiieutly in this state. It is a notice- 
able fact that over three-fourths of them 
shortly after their arrival here Qnd their 
way to Oregon and Washington Territory. 
As a rule they como provided wiihthrough 
tickets and the favorite way of obtaining 
information about tho country is to send 
an advance agent, whose dut^y is to re- 
port upon the most important features of 
tho country and its adaptability to their 
purposes. Under tho nianagoiiient of U. 
W'iddick, of Colorado, a coinn.iny of 250 
imraizrants, all practical Gorman f-trmers, 
was organized and left Denver 14 days 
ago en route to Washingt'm territory. 
I hoy leave to-morruw morning on tho 
sound steamer, and propose to settle iu 
Snohomish, near the river of that name, 
whore also thuy propose to citabliah tho 
nucleus of a thriving town. Some Can- 
adians leave by the samo steamer for 
Yale, under contract with the Canadian 
Pacific. In addition to the above, a large 
number of immigrants will start for Se- 
attle and Eastern Oregon during the lat- 
ter peirtion of next week. 

Later information in regard to tho 
movouients of tho (Liorman colony about 
to leave lor Washington Territory is to 
tho effect that they were unable to obtain 
passage on tho sioamship Elder, which 
sails for the sound to-inorrow. It appears 
that they purchased their tickets from the 
Union Pacific railroad nt through rates, 
the agont representing that there would 
bo no difficulty in making cloao connec- 
tions. On their arrival in this city they 
wore informed that accommodations could 
not bo had, as all available space had been 
previously taken. Some of their numbers 
are exceeding bitter ovor the matter say- 
ing thoy could not atford to spend their 
limiied meaiifl in hotel bills. It is given 
out on reliable authority that iheao and 
similar complaints liavu reached Villard, 
who is roproaonted lis being rather "hot" 
in connection therewith, and that he has 
begun a searching investigation into tho 
matter. He alao stated that much of tho 
blame attached to the Union Pacific rail- 
road company. 

Tho new steam collier Wellington, 
built in England for the coal trade be- 
tween Departure Bay and this city, is on 
the way out with a full list of pas.songers, 
who intend settling in Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory, all of whom, on arrival 
bore, will pay their passage on tho install- 
mom plan. One of tho owners of iho 
vessel, writing to a gentleman in this city 
states that fuily 200 families made appli- 
cation fur passage but could not be ac- 
commodated. The vessel is rated as A 1 
at Lloyd's, and is provided with all mod- 
ern irnprovoinonts. 

.San Fk.inci.sco, April 10. — Investiga- 
tion into tho complaints of iminigrauta 
who reach this city, on their way to Ore- 
gon and Washington Territory, and who 
experience considerable' delay, in obtain- 
ing passage to the sonnbs of futiro settle- 
ment, has boon oommencod by Honry 
Villard, with a prospect of being speedily 
abated. Since his arrival here much of 
his time has boon devoted to tho ameliora- 
tion of their condition while waiting pas- 
sage for the northwest generally, and to a 
personal inspection of tho various lines 
of travel under his control. Complaints 
wore rooontly made that immigrants com- 
ing from tho section of country traversed 
by the Union Pacific railroad wore sub- 
jected to considerable annoyance, because 
of ihu confusion and inconvenience result- 
ing from the purchase of through tickets. 
.So great has been tho rush for accommo- 
dations on outgoing steamers that it was 
found imposaible to .-latisfy tho demand, 
and in consequence tlioso who wore not 
fortunate oiiuugh to m.ike clo.su coniioc- 
tions were obliged to wait for tho next 
steamer, at expenses which thoy are not 
proparud to meet. This state of alfairs 
waa B8t..4blished to the satisfaction of tho 
president of the Northern Pacitic thia 
afternoon by a visit to tho Broadway 
street wharf, shortly prior to the a dling 
of the steamer George W . Elder for Wash- 
ington Territory and British Columbia. 
The wharf was literally crowded with pas- 
sengera, a great number of whom wore 
unable to secure tickets for that bteanior. 
It is impossible to form any approxiin ito 
idea of ihe numnor in iho steerage, th lUgli 
no doubt aho carried tho full number al- 
lowed liy law. Tho immigrants coiiaistod 
Ul-'tinly "f farmers and tlieir famdiea, ovor 
100 children being incluiled. So great 
was the rush that the iiiimigrant.s ap- 
peared to be aomewhut confused, and when 
tho bteamtir had cleared the attention of 
Captain Ooodall waa direcied to an old 
fellow who was frantically shaking hia hat 
from a porthole, and crying out to some 
one on the wharf to come aboard. A wo- 
man, leading four little ones, shot to the 
front of the wharf, and by hsr cries suc- 
ceeded ill having the steamer put back to 
the wharf, after which tho gang plank 
was again lowered, and the woman and 
her children taken in charge by the ex- 
cited emigrant. Aa soon aa Mr. Villard 
was satisfied of the nature and o.xtont of 
these complaints he gavo orders tiiat the 
first steamer in from tho north should be 
immediately fitted for tho return trip,ana 
accordingly tho Mississippi has been de- 
tailed to sail on Saturday for the purpose 
of enabling immigrants for the northwest 
to sail without the delay occasioned by 
waiting for the departure of the ne.xl 
regular Sound atoamer.
